agencies to outside evaluation on an annual basis. Those of 
us who attended his workship or banquet address at the 
Annual Meeting in Toronto are familiar with some of the 
uncomfortable questions which Wolfensberger raises about 
the dangers of moral perversion even in Christian contexts. 
In these two articles we see a prophetic call to moral purity 
and to actualizing Christ's command to love one another. 
Individuals who have been involved in Christian coun- 
seling for any length of time can easily see the need for 
such moral commitments and evaluations. The real danger is 
that we will not recognize that the need applies to us as well 
as to those whose practices we deplore for one reason or 
another. While the neglect of evaluation in Christian 
counseling is understandable, it is not excusable. And 
neglect of evaluation in turn makes it easier to lapse into 
various moral perversions, confident that no one will either 
know or care. We need to remember that evaluation is nota

Coping With Difficult People, Pau/ F. Schmidt, Philadelphia: 
Westminister, 1980. 120 Pages, $4.95. 

Professor Wayne E. Oates edits a series of books in 
pastoral care and counseling called Christian Care Books. 
This is the seventh volume of that Westminster series. Dr. 
Oates’ own Pastor’s Handbook, Vol. |, appeared in the series, 
as well as a book by Arnold on divorce, by Bennett on mental 
patients at home, by Cox-Gedmark on physical disability, by 
Hewwett on suicide, and by Rowatt on careers and marriage. 

Dr. Schmidt’s present volume deals with such difficult 
people as the chronic liar, the drunk driver, the paranoid, 
compulsive, manipulator, and the person who wishes to 
retain pathology as a way to insure a continual supportive 
relationship with at least one person in the world, namely the 
therapist. The author details an interesting number of 
insightful suggestions on how to handle one’s own feelings 
toward such persons, how to overcome frustration in at- 
tempting to achieve legitimate clinical gains with them, and

how to get along with them. This is an exceptional resource 
that not only indicates how to live with such persons, but also 
demonstrates how to understand better their problems and 
be of reasonable usefulness to them. 

The author points out incisively that one third of all 
Americans come into daily contact with persons who have 
character disorders. He examines thirty different ones and 
uses a thorough analytic rather than acase history approach 
to assessing their problems and possibilities in life and 
therapy. His chapter titles include such topics as What is a 
Character Disorder?, The Genesis and Exodus of Character 
Disorder, Styles of Thinking, Styles of Emotional Response, 
Styles of Behavior, Styles of Relating to Others, and Love 
Seasoned with Wisdom. The chapters on “styles” will be 
extremely helpful to scholars such as Dr. C. Markham Berry 
in their exploration of schizophrenia as an alternative order 
of perceiving and knowing reality. This is a little paperback 
but well worth the money.
